The  Superintendent  Daniel  S.  Chaplin  and  his  wife  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  competent  managers  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments. He  is  a  good  farmer  and  his  wife  is  a  good  housekeeper  and 
an  excellent  manager  of  people  who  are  "a  little  peculiar."  Their 
past  experience  makes  their  services  very  desirable. 

We  fouud  at  the  time  of  our  last  visit  that  the  infliction  felt  else- 
where of  a  short  hay-crop  was  plainly  evident  there.  The  stock  of 
cattle  has  been  materially  lessened  for  this  reason.  Conditions  have 
called  for  repairs  during  the  past  year  which  have  amounted  to  quite 
a  sum  of  money, 
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One  iloor  has  been  laid  in  the  house,  some  shingling  done,  a  new 
rollway  to  the  cellar  has  been  built,  a  new  register  fitted  with  new 
piping,  tbe  creamer  tank  built  over  and  ice-house  rebuilt  to  quite  an 
extent  We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  town  anew  to  the  possible 
improvement  to  be  found  in  selling  the  town  farm  and  procuring 
odc  much  smaller  and  less  expensive  to  maintain.

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As  will  be  noticed  A.  J.  Avery  has  put  our  town  to  great  expense. 
We  were  ordered  to  remove  him  from  Augusta  where  he  was  found 
last  summer,  and  we  took  him  to  Norway  to  care  for  him.  He  prom- 
ised to  let  the  town  have  some  of  his  pension  money,  of  which  he 
draws  twenty-four  dollars  per  month  from  the  United  States,  but  he 
did  not  keep  his  promise  and  has  now  left  town  again  and  we  do  not 
know  where  he  is  at  present. 

His  settlement  is,  without  doubt,  in  Norway  and  he  takes  full  ad- 
vantage of  his  privileges  as  a  Civil-war  soldier,  if  so  disposed,  of 
making  a  nuisance  of  himself. 

C.  W.  Fogg  has  been  helped  to  quite  an  amount  in  Lewiston.  We 
finally  got  a  promise  from  him,  in  writing,  that  he  would  not  ask 
for  more  help  in  Lewiston  and  with  the  understanding  tbat  if  he 
gets  into  such  straitened  circumstances  again  he  will  expect  the 
town  of  Norway  to  remove  him  and  his  family  to  the  Norway  town 
farm. 

With  a  few  exceptions  the  poor  department  has  got  along  very 
well  during  the  year  just  closing  and  the  surplus  turned  into  the 
Contingent  fund  shows  that  we  could  get  along  with  a  lessened 
alowance  if  so  disposed.

So  far  as  the  selectmen  are  concerned  the  business  of  the  town  has 
run  very  smoothly.  Collector  DeCoster  by  his  industry  and  persist- 
ence has  kept  the  treasury  well  supplied  with  money,  so  much  so,  in 
fact,  that  the  treasurer  has  been  able  to  take  up  the  $600.00  loan  ne- 
gotiated last  fall  to  obtain  means  to  keep  the  highways  in  repair. 
There  is  a  balance  in  the  contingent  fund  account  amounting  to 
$2155.42  which  would  seem  to  preclude  the  necessity  of  raising  any 
money  for  this  account  at  the  coming  annual  meeting.  Ic-as-much  as 
the  Willis  tax  cage  has  been  settled  though  adversely  to  our  town  we 
proffer  explanation  showing  how  the  suit  originated,  how  carried  on, 
etc, 
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Mr.  Wiliis  refused  payment  on  tax  assessed  on  his  portable  saw- 
mill and  the  following  extract  from  the  law  s  of  Maine  was  deemed 
sufficient  to  justify  the  making  of  the  tax. 

"All  personal  property  employed  in  trade,  in  the  erection  of  build- 
ings or  vessels,  or  in  the  mechanic  arts,  shall  be  taxed  in  the  town 
where  so  employed  on  the  first  day  of  each  April;  provided,  that  the 
owner,  his  servant,  sub-contractor  or  agent,  so  employing  it,  occupies 
any  store,  shop,  mill,  wharf,  landing  place  or  ship  yard  therein  for 
the  purpose  of  such  employment." 

It  had  been  the  practice  of  our  town  to  tax  property  of  this  de- 
scription and  one  tax  in  particular  made  since  the  assessment  of  the 
Willis  tax  was  paid  without  protest.  The  collector  was  informed  by 
able  counsel  that  such  tax  was  collectable  by  legal  process  in  his 
judgment.  The  matter  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court  by  agree- 
ment of  counsel  with  the  result  as  herein  recited.  It  seems  that  no 
case  exactly  like  this  was  ever  reported  in  the  Maine  court  reports. 
We  would  further  state  that  the  managing  attorney  made  no  charge 
for  his  services. 

Perhaps  the  expenditure  for  blank  books  for  assessors'  use  may 
seem  large.  One  item,  the  purchase  of  order  record  book,  at  a  cost 
of  thirteen  dollars  tended  largely  to  swell  the  amount,  but  we  feel 
justified  in  making  the  purchase  of  a  strong  book  for  the  reason  that 
our  old  cheap  order  books  are  mostly  out  of  binding  caused  by  almost 
incessant  handling. 

We  would  recommend  that  as  there  will  be  no  necessity  of  appro- 
priating any  money  for  the  contingent  fund  aceount  a  little  more 
should  be  raised  for  highway  and  bridge  repairs.  We  would  again 
tender  tbauks  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  a  continuation  of  their 
interest  and  needed  assistance  in  the  performance  of  our  public 
duties  and  respectfully  submit  this  report  for  their  information  and 
consideration.

To  choose  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  a  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Agent,  a  Member  of  the  Board 
of  Superintending  School  Committee,  two  Trustees  of  the  Norway 
Public  Library,  a  Tax  Collector,  and  all  other  necessary  town  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  Road  Commissioner. 

Art.  4  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  a  New  Grange  hall 
from  taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  some  remuneration  to 
the  Treasurer  of  Norway  Public  Library  for  his  services. 

Art.  6..  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  the  taxes  against 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Budden. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  per  cent,  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  for  collect* 
ing  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise 
for  the  extinguishment  of  the  town  debt. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise 
for  a  contingent  fund  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise 
to  pay  interest  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  aod  raise 
for  town  officers'  salaries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise 
for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws  of 
Maine,  for  the  year  1907,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  money 
necessary  to  entitle  the  town  to  State  aid  for  highways  for  the  year 
1909. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise,  appropriate  and  set  apart 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  main  highways  within  the  town,

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The  present  year  concludes  a  ten  year  term  of  service  as  Superin- 
tendent of  schools,  a  period  of  continuous  effort  for  the  betterment 
of  the  condition  of  the  children  and  youth  of  our  town. 

Ten  years  ago  Norway  maintained  a  free  high  school  by  the  pre- 
carious and  questionable  method  of  raising  for  its  support  $500 
annually,  and  adding  to  this  the  $250  stipend  received  from  the  State 
together  with  such  further  amount  as  was  needed  for  teachers'  sal- 
aries purloined  from  the  appropriation  for  common  schools. 

Whence  had  arisen  a  deficit  in  our  school  account  of  $1571.86, 
charged  to  our  common  schools. 

Ten  years  ago  four  only  of  our  village  common  schools  were  seat- 
ed in  separate  rooms  and  supplied  with  teachers  commensurate  with 
their  needs.  Of  the  other  five  grades  the  first,  second  and  third 
were  crowded  together  in  groups  of  fifties,  one  teacher  attempting 
to  instruct  all  at  one  time,  and  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  were 
huddled  in  what  is  now  the  room  of  grade  eight. 

The  changes  that  are  noted  below  have  been  numerous  and  radi- 
cal, but  they  have  been  gradually  evolved,  and  steadily  progressive, 
save  for  the  year  1907,  when  the  inevitable  lapse  of  a  town  careless 
in  her  local  politics  revived  the  old  evil  of  neglect  of  the  grammar 
grades. 

The  first  recommendation  of  the  present  superintendent  was  that 
a  sum  sufficient  to  support  our  high  school  be  raised;  and  it  was 
done. 

As  soon  as  possible,  without  entailing  too  great  a  burden  of  taxa- 
tion, an  addition  to  the  central  school  building  was  erected  and  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  grades,  remedied,  grades  two  and  one 
being  distributed  in  three  rooms,  giving  an  average  of  less  than  36 
pupils  to  a  teacher,  each  other  grade  being  afforded  a  room  and  a 
teacher.  My  report,  printed  in  the  spring  of  .1900,  shows  that  under 
the  conditions  existing  for  the  first  year  of  my  service,  88.17  per 
cent,  of  the  pupils  registered  attended  our  schools;  the  report  this 
year  shows  that,  in  the  fall  of  1908,  94.76  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  regis- 
tered attended  for  the  term. 

No  comment  on  this  notable  improvement  is  called  for. 

Year  after  year  the  Town  at  its  annual  meeting  has  called  for  bet- 
ter equipment,  and  year  by  year  you  have  received  better  results. 

The  introduction  of  instruction  in  drawing  and  music,  made  in  a 
small  way  in  1905,  and  coutinued  with  ever  increasing  efficiency,  set 
a  milestone  of  progress  in  our  dealing  with  our  children. 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  popularity  of  our  high  school  and  its  steadily  growing  repu- 
tation throughout  the  State  and  New  England,  as  a  standard  sec- 
ondary school,  has  been  equalled  by  your  wise  expenditure  of  mon- 
ey for  its  support. 

There  were  81  pupils  in  attendance  at  Norway  High  School  in  the 
year  of  my  first  report  as  Superintendent. 

At  the  present  writing  Mr.  Hathaway  and  his  able  assistants  min- 
ister to  the  needs  of  126. 

Think  for  a  minute  what  it  means  that  a  town  of  our  size  registers 
126  pupils  in  a  standard  high  school. 

According  to  the  last  published  report  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  schools  there  were  six  towns  and  cities  that  registered  from  118  to 
130  pupils,  and  the  population  of  those  six  towns  averages  5967, 
according  to  the  census  of  1900,  which  gave  us  a  population  of  but 

2902. 

Again  I  suggest  that  the  condition  above  stated  calls  for  no  com- 
ment from  your  Superintendent  as  to  whether  it  is  creditable  or 
otherwise. 

And  while  the  taxpayers  of  those  six  cities  and  towns  that  nearest 
approach  us  in  size  of  high  school  raised  for  Free  High  school  an 
average  appropriation  of  $3274.17.  Norway  was  asked  last  spring  to 
raise  for  that  purpose  only  $2250. 

It  is  true  that  we  should  have  appropriated  a  few  dollars  more,  but 
we  have  placed  Norway  High  school  where  it  is  at  an  expenditure 
of  about  23  what  it  costs  towns  maintaining  schools  of  similar  size, 
according  to  their  reports. 

Eighty-one  pupils  were  instructed  in  our  high  school  ten  years  ago  by 
three  teachers.  In  1907  it  was  necessary  to  engage  the  fourth  teacher 
and  provide  additional  room  for  the  seating  of  pupils  and  conduct- 
ing recitations. 

The  town  voted  to  build  a  primary  building,  and  thus  vacate  a 
room  for  the  over-flow  from  the  high  school. 

The  town  fathers  for  that  year  refused  to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the 
town,  and  for  twelve  months  we  back-slid  educationally,  huddling  the 
two  lower  grammar  grades,  children  in  the  most  trying  years  of 
their  school  life,  into  a  room  equipped  for  30  pupils,  and  giving  them 
one  teacher  where  their  predecessors  had  had  two. 

Nature  rebelled,  parents  could  not  insist  on  attendance  under  the 
conditions,  and  on  their  fifteenth  birthdays  pupils  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  "left  school," 
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You  have  to-day,  of  Norway  children,  in  grades  nine  and  eight, 
forty-four  pupils  where  there  should  be  sixty.  It  is  is  safe  to  say 
Norway  will  not  leive  important  work  again  in  the  hands  that  failed 
her  in  1907. 

During  the  past  summer  the  new  school  building,  twice  voted, 
was  erected  on  Tucker  street,  and  there  are  no  rooms  now  kept 
closed  to  the  visitors  from  other  towns  or  cities,  and  no  spots  to 
apologize  for  to-day. 

You  may  not  have  noticed  the  condition  of  general  excellence  in 
the  Norway  School  Department,  but  others  have,  and  we  have  en- 
joyed the  services  in  our  village  schools  of  teachers  of  a  far  better 
grade  of  talent  than  our  wages  paid  can  guarantee,  because  it  has 
proved  to  former  teachers  a  good  experience  to  teach  for  a  time  in 
Norway,  Maine. 

And  in  the  printed  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  1907  on  Page  90,  you  may  read  the  statement  of  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Prof.  W.  B.  Mitchell,  Bowdoin  College,  Prin.  D.  T, 
Harthoru,  Wilton  Academy,  and  Prin.  J.  W.  Taylor,  Freeport  High 
School,  "appointed  to  determine  as  far  as  possible  the  status  of  English 
intruction  in  the  secondary  schools  of  Maine."  The  conclusion  of 
these  gentlemen  reads  as  follows:  "Of  the  courses  sent  to  the  com- 
mittee the  most  carefully  outlined  are  the  following,  the  first  from 
Deering  High  School,  the  second  from  Norway  High  School." 

The  steadily  increasing  percentage  of  attendance  in  our  schools  of 
all  grades,  and  the  improved  quality  of  their  work  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  use  of  a  course  of  study  for  the  common 
schools  of  Norway,  prepared  by  your  Superintendent  in  1903  and 
printed  for  every  teachers'  use. 

By  compliance  with  the  requirements  therein  specified  the  pupil 
proceeds  from  term  to  term  and  enters  the  high  school  equipped  to 
do  the  work  prescribed  therefor. 

Upon  the  whole  the  result  of  this  year's  work  is  the  best  I  have 
been  privileged  to  report. 

We  have  little  to  show  for  the  money  expended  in  one  of  the  vil- 
lage rooms  last  spring,  and  in  one  rural  school  the  past  fall,  but 
that  only  two  out  of  the  thirty  teachers  engaged  met  with  disaster  is 
a  reasonable  measure  of  good  fortune. 

As  instructor  in  Drawing  and  Music,  Miss  Sarah  Annette  Wash- 
burn began  with  us  in  the  fall  term.  She  is  well  trained,  a  graduate 
of  a  Massachusetts  Normal  school  aDd  the  Lowell  Normal  Art 
School.  She  is  skilled,  resourceful  and  enthusiastic  and  I  predict 
for  ber  success.    Her  earnings  for  the  year  will  be  $450. 
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REPORT   OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS

The  Don  C.  Seitz  prize  for  excellence  in  course  was  awarded  to 
Maud  Ellen  Pike. 

In  August,  1907,  the  ladies  of  the  Veranda  Club  offered,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee,  a  cash  prize 
of  ten  dollars  ro  be  awarded  the  member  of  grade  nine  who  for  the 
succeeding  three  terms  maintained  highest  iank. 

The  School  Committee  accepted  the  proposal  and  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  term  the  prize  was  presented  by  a  delegation  from  the  Club  to 
Marjorie  Louise  Barker. 

Ten  years  of  office  is  a  long  tenure.  But  it  has  quickly  passed  and 
of  the  results  of  the  efforts  of  children  and  teachers  I  am  justly 
proud. 

It  is  my  last  year  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  I  beg  you  to 
read  the  recommendations  below,  as  made  in  the  interest  of  your 
children  and  mine. 

Let  us  agree  to  maintain  the  high  standard  already  set,  aud  so  far 
as  our  resources  will  permit  let  us  keep  abreast  of  the  march  of  pro- 
gress in  matters  educational. 

To  this  end  let  me  call  to  your  attention  the  provisions  of  a  statute 
enacted  in  March  1907  relating  to  professional  superiutendency  of 
schools  by  union  of  two  or  more  towns,  Sections  40-45  of  Chap.  15. 
Revised  Statutes  as  amended. 

Without  quoting  their  somewhat  lengthy  provisions,  they  author- 
ize a  town  like  ours  to  unite  with  another  in  the  employment  of  a 
Superintendent,  who  shall  have  woo  a  State  certificate,  and  will  de- 
vote his  entire  time  to  the  business  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

He  shall  receive  as  salary  the  amount  voted  by  the  towns  of  the 
union  district  and  twice  as  much  more  from  the  State  treasury.  He 
is  to  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Superioteodiog  School  Com- 
mittees of  the  towos,  and  shall  divide  his  time  proportionally  with 
the  fraction  of  his  salary  paid  by  each  town.

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Tbus  if  Norway  should  appropriate  $300  for  Superintendent  of 
Schools'  salary  and  another  town  $100  for  employment  of  the  same 
Superintendent,  the  State  would  pay  him  $S00. 

Norway  and  the  other  town  of  the  union  would  then  have  a  $1200 
man  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Tbe  condition  precedent  is  that 
each  town  at  its  annual  meeting  should  vote  to  employ  a  district 
superintendent. 

You  have  had  one-third  of  my  time  as  superintendent. 

It  has  cost  you,  with  what  you  have  paid  your  school  committee, 
about  $400  annually. 

We  would  secure  better  supervision  of  our  schools  by  uniting  with 
a  small  neighboring  town,  would  have  three-fourths  of  the  superin- 
tendent's time  and  effort,  and  we  can  have  all  this  at  a  saving  of 
about  $100  a  year. 

I  unhesitatingly  recommend  a  union  with  the  town  of  Oxford,  if 
the  people  of  Oxford  will  assent. 

The  increase  in  State  aid  for  common  schools,  a  mill  and  a  half 
instead  of  a  mill  tax,  available  for  the  first  time  this  year,  renders  it 
possible  for  us  to  maintain  schools  for  35  weeks  each  year,  pay  our 
common  school  teachers  the  market  price,  and  decrease  our  annual 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

There  are  some  still  living,  and  voting,  who  attended  school  two 
terms  a  year  or  less,  and  who  point  with  pride  to  their  attainments 
and  argue  for  a  short  school  year.  All  intelligent  communities  else- 
-  where  are  lengthening  the  school  year,  and  I  hope  our  school  author- 
ities will  provide  not  less  than  thirty-four  weeks  for  the  children  to 
do  the  year's  work  in.  They  will  then  have  eighteen  weeks,  more 
than  a  third  of  the  year,  for  play  time. 

School  work  has  been  of  the  pleasantest  that  I  have  ever  done. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  lay  it  down.  My  relations  with  the  people 
of  Norway,  whose  opinions  are  worthy  of  regard,  have  been  always 
pleasant,  and  to  them  I  again  tender  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  aid. 
Let  us  each  resolve  that  in  the  future  our  attitude  toward  the  schools 
of  the  town  shall  be  ever  helpful.  Let  us  hold  up  the  hands  of  the 
new  Superintendent.

IReport  of  tbe  Superintenotng 

Scbool  Committee 


The  Superintending  School  Committee,  of  the  town  of  Norway, 
composed  of  William  F.  Jones,  member  for  one  year,  George  E. 
Tubbs,  member  for  two  years,  and  Herman  L.  Home,  member  for 
three  years,  met  for  organization  March  5,  1908,  and  elected  William 
F.  Jones  as  chairman  and  Charles  P.  Barnes,  superintendent  of  schools 
and  secretary,  delegating  to  the  superintendent  the  same  duties  as 
on  the  preceding  year.  On  May  29,  the  Committee  decided  to  pur- 
chase the  present  Tucker  Street  schoolhouse  lot  and  advertise  for 
bids  for  the  erection  of  a  primary  schoolhouse  as  voted  by  the  town. 
Bids  were  later  received,  ranging  in  amount  from  $1197,  bid  of  I.  N. 
Small  and  C.  E.  Higgins,  to  $1495.  The  lowest  bid  was  accepted  and 
the  contract  let  to  Small  and  Higgins. 

Agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  with  some  slight  additions, 
the  buildiDg  was  erected,  furnished,  and  opened  to  pupils  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term.

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This  account  is  the  only  one  that  is  overdrawn,  and  it  is  overdrawn 
because  the  town  voted  to  maintaiu  school  in  the  Millett  school- 
house  without  providing  funds  to  make  the  building  comfortable 
and  fit,  and  your  Committee  decided  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  High  School  building  required  a  large 
expense,  and  the  Repairs  account  is  overdrawn.  We  recommend 
that  the  town  vote  to  pay  the  deficit  out  of  the  surplus  in  the  Com- 
mon School  account. 

Before  another  school  year  opens  the  tubiug  of  the  schoolhouse 
boiler  should  be  renewed,  acd  we  recommend  an  appropriation 
therefor.

Worn  out  books  have  been  returned  to  the  publishers  in  exchange 
for  new  volumes  purchased  a*nd  the  several  firms  have  deducted  fiorii 
the  face  of  our  book  bills  this  year  the  sum  of  $73.35,  leaving  net 
cost  to  Norway  of  text  books  purchased  as  above  reported. 

Crockett  and  Millettville  schools  have  been  maintained,  agieeably 
to  vote  of  the  town,  but  should  be  consolidated  in  the  future  to  pro- 
mote the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  and  as  a  matter  of  economy  for 
the  town.  The  present  policy  entails  a  cost  of  about  $50  a  year  for 
each  Crockett  Ridge  pupil. 

The  Pierce,  Swift  and  Noble  school  houses  should  be  quite  exten- 
sively repaired  this  year,  and  such  repairing  will  entaii  an  expense 
of  not  less  than  $100  in  each. 

If  the  present  amount  of  insurance  on  school  buildings  and  books 
is  to  be  kept  up,  renewals  in  1909  will  cost  not  less  than  $217.00,  so 
that  the  amount  appropriated  for  Insurance,  etc.,  should  be  materi- 
ally increased. 
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The  State  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Common  Schools 
has  been  largely  increased,  as  we  believe  permanently,  so  that  it  is 
uot  necessary  to  raise  as  much  money  for  that  department  as  for- 
merly. 

Believing  that  the  School  Department  should  not  draw  unnecessa- 
rily upon  other  funds  of  the  town  we  advise  that  the  sum  of  $131.57 
be  returned  to  the  Town  from  the  surplus  in  the  Common  School 
fund,  to  balance  our  draft  in  the  Repairs  account.

STATE  ROAD. 

It  may  be  of  general  interest  to  state  that  the  piece  of  road  select- 
ed for  improvement  this  year  was  chosen  by  the  Selectmen,  the  gen- 
eral nature  of  the  improvement  to  be  made  was  advised  by  the  road- 
commis8ionor  and  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner, 
who  also  furnished  detailed  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
the  road.  After  completion  the  road  was  inspected  and  approved 
by  the  State  Highway  department. 

The  improvements  made  included  a  rock  drain  12  feet  in  width, 
2  feet  in  depth  at  center,  and  820  feet  in  length;  and  a  gravel  sur- 
face 22  feet  in  width  and  of  same  length  as  the  drain.  The  earth 
excavated  for  drain  was  used  to  raise  a  sag  in  the  grade  adjoining 
the  south  end  of  the  820  feet  piece  of  road.
